week to $30 and from a minimum of $12.50 a week to $20. 


The AFL and CIO feel that the increases aren't large enough.

1951 may reach 37,800, the 
fourth highest in history, the 
National Safety Council 
warns. 


In the first six months this

320 persons lost their lives in 
traffic accidents, eight per 
cent higher than for the same

It was the biggest increase 'for 
any month since July, 1946, 
and the second highest June 
toll on record. *

additional six months contempt 
sentence has been handed million- 
aire leftist Frederick Vanderbilt 
Field for his refusal to give data 
in the government's. probe of the 
flight of four cop-rung Communist 
leaders. 


The new sentence, to "be served 


after Field completes a previous 
90-day contempt sentence, threat- 
ens to keep the great great grand- 
son of Commodore Cornelius Van- 
derbilt behind the bars for nine 
months. 


Field drew his new six-month 


sentence from Federal Judge John 
F. X. McGohey yesterday for re- 
fusing to tell a federal grand Jury 
the names of contributors to the 
Civil Rights Congress (CRC) bail 
fund. He is a trustee of the fund. 
' A total of $80,000 bail was for- 
feited by the CRC fund when the 
four convicted Communists jumped 
bond early this month. The gov- 
ernment said a clue to their hiding 
places might be found in the iden- 
tities of bail fund contributors. 


But Field denied the data to 


Federal Judge Sylvester Ryan on 
July 6 and received the 90-day con- 
tempt of court sentence. 


Field is appealing both sen- 


tences. 


He faces the prospect of being 


sentenced repeatedly for contempt 
if he is called back into court af- 
ter his release and refuses to give 
the information.

They note that 
transportation Is one of the steel' 
industrys important problems. 
And four oil companies

presented on the board of one of 
.the nation's largest banks known 
for its financial t*ss with the oil 
industry. 


Opponent? of interlocking direc- 


torates—A whipping boy of the 
1930's-—profess to see something 
sinister in. this. Those who believe 


= in. the ;system say it is only na- 
tural, "and to the benefit of all, 
that those with similar interests 
and special skills ahould tackle 
problems 
together. They Insist 


that those who have no special 
knowledge of the business make 
poor directors. 


Senator Humphrey has estimat- 


ed that his bill's prohibitions would 


I affect- one or more directors in 


about 200 leading: manufacturing 
and mining corporations and 25 re- 
tail corporations. It applies 
to 


companies with capital, surplus 
and undivided profits exceeding ?1 
million. 


But the American Institute of 


Management of -New York is ad- 
vising its members today that in- 
terlocking directorates are held by 
gome 10,000 persons in 16,000 lead- 
ing corporations. And 
it 
holds 


that all might 
come under the 


bill's ban. 


The institute contends that com- 


panies with "inside" boards will 
he favored. These choose all( or 
most,, of the directors -from 
the 


ranks of their own executives. The 
bill would leave these boards in- 
tact. 
'• 


Companies with "outside" direc- 


tors not otherwise connected with 
the firm, save perhaps as owners 
of stock, would suffer most. Banks 
and insurance companies have the 
largest percentage of outside di- 
rectors, but many large industrial 
and utility corporations have a 
majority of outside men on their 
boards. These outside directors us- 
ually have posts with other cor- 
porations, and thus know the 
needs, plans and special Interests 
of both.

electrical and electronic equipment 
for civilian use, no company-wide 
celebration of the Golden Anni- 
versary has been planned for a 
specific date.

plants, 
however, 
have 


planned special observances during 
;he anniversary year. 


In 1909, Hygrade Incandescent 


Lamp Co. was formed to make and 
sell new carbon filament lamps, 
while Bay State continued the 
manufacture of refills until 1913. 
In 1911, Hygrade Incandescent be- 
Ejan the manufacture of tungsten 
filament lamps. Sale of a 10-watt 
tungsten lamp for electric sign 
lighting was extremely successful 
and wide acceptance of this line 
was a powerful impetus for fu- 
ture expansion. 
The company 


moved to new and larger quarters 
in Salem, Mass., in 1916 and a 
year later the name was changed 
to Hygrade Lamp Co., Inc. 


When1 Bay State was less than 


five years old, a group of Penn- 
sylvanians formed a similar enter- 
prise, Novelty Incandescent Lamp 
Co., in St. Marys, Pa., and began 
the refilling of light bulbs in 1906. 
After a few months, operations 
•\-ere shifted to Emporium, Pa., 
but within a year Novelty was op- 
erating m bpth places—producing 
new carbon lamps in Emporium 
and refills in St. Marys. Manufac- 
ture of tungsten lamps began at 
St. Marys in 1912. The ownership 
of Novelty changed hands three 
times between 1906 and 1922, when 
its name \vas changed to Nilco 
Lamp Works, Inc. 


In the early 1920s radio broad- 


casting hit \ the American public 
with as sharp an impact as tele- 
vision was to do nearly 30 years 
later. 
Quick to take advantage 


of the new markets opened up by 
radio, Nilco formed Sylvania Prod- 
ucts Co. in 1924 to manufacture 
receiving tubes. 
Hygrade bega 
n 


supplying radio tubes in 1928. 


Both companies had started by 


refilling old light bulbs, both had 
switched to making new lamps, 
and now both had branched out 
into radio tube production. With 
their many years of common ex- 
periences it was not surprising 
that the t\vo firms merged and be- 
came Hygrade Sylvania Corpora- 
tion in 1931. 
In 1942 the merged 


company adopted its present name, 
Sylvania Electric Products, Inc. 


Since the merger, other compa- 


nies have been acquired and ab- 
sorbed into the Sylvania struc- 
ture. 
Product development, how- 


ever, rather than the purchase of 
existing businesses has been re- 
sponsible for 
Sylvania's 
major 


growth, and at the beginning of 
its second half-century the com- 
pany is still growing rapidly. 


Sylvania products are numbered 


in the thousands, but almost all of 
t' -m fall into one of three general 
categories. 


The company is one of the ma- 


jor suppliers of glass envelopes 
containing an electrical circuit. 
These include incandescent and 
fluorescent lamps, radio receiving 
tubes, television tubes, photoflash 


ment 
to use these «nveldpes,, 


such as television, home sets, auto j 
radios, and fluorescent lighting fix- 
tures, constitute an important p-.t 
of the business. The third, classifi- 
cation is that of components by 
which quality of performance can 
be maintained. 
These 
include 


tungsten parts, chemicals for ra- 
dio and TV, .metal parts and 
stampings, wire, and plastic parts. 


Sylvania has more than 18,000 


stockholder-owners. This is a big 
family and a widely dispersed one, 
since the stockholders include resi- 
dents of all the 48 states, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, most of the 
TerritoVies and about a dozen for- 
eign countries. 


That most of the 
company's 


shareholders , are small investors, 
and'not rich inen, is demonstrated 
by the fact that seven out of 
every eight own 100 shares or 
fewer and 60 per cent hold 50 
shares or less. The average Syl- 
vania common stockholder has 108 
s" ares; twenty years ago he had 
more .than 500. 


Since the merger in 1931, Syl- 


vania "has had four Chairmen of 
the Board of Directors and three 
Presidents. 


Edward J. Poor, who joined his 


brother Frank and was president 
of 
the 
Massachusetts company 


from 1917 to 1931, became Chair- 
man at the merger and served 
until retirement in 1943. He was 
succeeded by Bernard G. Erskine, 
who joined Novelty in 1906 and 
was Nilco president at the mer- 
ger. 
Erskine died in 1945 and 


was followed in the chairmanship 
by Walter E. Poor, the third Poor 
brother. Upon Walter Poor's death 
in 1950, .Max F. Balcom was 
elected. 
Mr. Balcom joined the 


Pennsylvania branch in 1918 and 
became Sylvania treasurer in 1944, 
a post he relinquished .only a 
month ago. 


Mr. Erskine was the first'presi- 


dent of the merged company and 
was succeeded by Walter, Poor in 
1943.

For the past fiscal year 
running from July 1, 1950, to June 
30, 1951, the Erie office granted 
increases to 3,873 landlords and de- 
nied only 395 petitions.

units received increases in rent 
averaging ?6.67 per unit. 
Land- 


lords should see our Rent Consul- 
tants who will assist them in prep- 
aration of proper forms in the 
event it appears that they have a 
basis for securing an increase. 


Question: When are 
sleeping 


rooms under rent control? 


Answer: In general, the answer 


is that sleeping rooms are under 
rent control when the landlord 
rents sleeping rooms within his 
own dwelling -unit to more than 
two paying guests or when the 
landlord rents a. room which is not 
a portion of the landlord's living 
quarters or the rooms are located 
in a rooming house or boarding 
house. Non-housekeeping, furnish- 
ed sleeping rooms rented within 
the landlord's own private quarters 
are not uiicler control if there are 
no more than two paying ten- 
ants.

Basis for eviction if the accommo= 
dations are entirely sublet by tne 
tenant at the time the tenants 
lease or other rental agreement 
lias expired or otherwise termina 
ted. The notice must be given the 
tenant at least two months time 
to vacate and a copy of any notice 
served on the tenant must come 
to the rent office. 
It should be 


noted that the subtenant has no 
protection under the Federal law 
from eviction by the previous land- 
lord. 


Question: I have rented my 


present apartment for over two 
years, paying the legal rent of 
$10 per week. On July 2 my land- 
lord petitioned the rent office for 
an increase and on July 20 an 
order was issued by the rent of* 
flee increasing the rent to $12 per 
week. 
The order was made ef- 


fective as of July 2. Now my land- 
lord is demanding that I pay her 
the extra $2 per week back to 
January 1, 1951. 
Would this be 


legal? 


Answer: It would not be legal 


for the landlord to collect the addi- 
tional $2 per week retroactively 
except to the date of filing of the 
petition on July 2.

Security Officials 
Issue Reminder To 


• [Employing Farmers 


July is the month for farmers 


with regular hired help to file so- 
cial security tax returns for the 
April, May and 
June 
quarter, 


Chester R. Norman, manager of 
the Social Security 
Administra- 


tion office said today. Regular hir- 
ed help is defined as a worker on 
a farm household who meets both 
of the following conditions: 


(1) 
He must have been em- 


ployed by the farmer continuously 
for a full calendar quarter. No tax 
is due for agricultural labor per- 
formed in this qualifying quarter. 


(2) 
In the next quarter he is 


employed by the same farmer in 
agricultural labor on a full time 
basis for at least 60 days, and his 
cash wages for these services are 
$50 or more. 


Farm owners and operators who 


have regular hired help and have 
not yet registered with the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue, for 
filing the quarterly social security 
tax returns should do so immedi- 
ately, in order that they may get 
on the mailing list for receiving the 
tax forms 
automatically 
every 


quarter. 


Regular farm hands who have 


never had 'social security account 
numbers or who have lost their so- 
cial security cards should apply 
for new ones or duplicates as the 
case may be, at the Social Security 
office, 312 Hotel Jamestown Bldg., 
Jamestown, N. Y. 


A woman who does housework 


In a farm household is considered 
the same as a hired hand as far as 
reporting for social security pur- 
poses is concerned. In other words, 
she must meet the same require- 
ments as a hired man to be consid- 
ered regularly employed. 


For those hired farm workers 


who meet the requirements of the 
new law this Government insur- 
ance provides monthly payments 
to them and their dependents when 
the workers retire after reaching 
age 65 and payments to their fam- 
ilies when they die.
